INQUIRY REPORT 
(22nd September, 2022) 


The original Complainant, Shri Ulhas Kambli had 
filed his complaint dated 11-11-2019. 


2. On perusing the complaint, the Commission 
by Order dated 28-04-2020, called for the report from 
the Respondent. 


3. The Respondent filed their reply on 17-03-2022. 
On behalf of the Complainant, the Rejoinder was 
filed on 17-05-2022. 


4. During the course of the proceedings, the 
Complainant had expired and on the application of 
the wife of the Complainant, she was substituted. 


5. At the stage of hearing, the Commission heard 
Smt. Shaya Ulhas Kambli. The Respondent remained 
absent. 


6. The Commission has perused the Complaint, 
the reply of the Respondent, the Rejoinder of the 
Complainant along with the documents of the 
Parties. 


7. The Commission finds that the complaint was 
filed in respect of the leakage in Flat No. 10 in the 
Swaraj Co-operative Housing Society at New 
Vaddem, Vasco. The complaint dated 11-11-2019, 
was addressed to the Respondent and a copy was 
endorsed amongst others to this Commission. The 
grievance raised in the complaint is in respect of 
the leakage into the Flat No. 10 and the lack of 
action by the Swaraj Co-operative Housing Society. 


8. The reply of the Respondent indicates that 
they had received complaints dated 16-07-2018 and 
20-08-2018 and the Respondent had issued 
directions to the Chairman of the Society to take 
necessary action in accordance with the Bye-laws 
of the Society. After the present complaint dated 
11-11-2019, was received by the Respondent that 
the Managing Committee has not taken any action 
to resolve the seepage problem, the Respondent 
issued letter dated 12-12-2019. The Respondent 
directed the Managing Committee of the society to 
take action in the matter by following the provisions 
of Bye-law No. 153 of the Co-operative Housing 
Society Limited. The Respondent also stated that 
by letter dated 03-03-2022, the Respondent had 
directed the Managing Committee of the Society to 
submit the present status of the matter and the 
Chairman of the Society vide letter dated 
09-03-2022 submitted that remedial measures like 
covering the terrace with plastic sheets and water 
proofing has been undertaken by Mr. Jayalal of Flat 
No. 14. The Respondent had stated that action in 
case of any internal/external repairs to the property/ 
/building of the society comes within the purview 
of duties of the Managing Committee of the Society 
as specified in Bye-laws No. 149 to 153 of the 
Co-operative Housing Society and the Respondent 
had issued time to time directions to the Managing 
Committee of the Society. 
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9. However, in the Rejoinder, it has been stated 
by Smt. Shaya Ulhas Kambli that though the 
Chairman of the Society informed the Respondent 
that the covering of the terrace with plastic sheets 
has been undertaken by Mr. Jayalal and he had also 
fitted the tiles, the leakage is still in progress and 
the issue has not been resolved. 


10. From the copies of the Bye-laws submitted by 
the Respondent, it is seen that under Bye-law No. 149, 
it is the responsibility of the Board to maintain the 
property of the society in good condition at all times. 
Under Bye-law No. 152, the Board shall proceed to 
carry out the repairs and maintenance of the 
property of the society and under Bye-law No. 153, 
all external repairs including all internal roads, 
compound walls, all leakages of water, etc. shall be 
carried out by the society at its cost. 


11. The Commission finds that the grievance of 
the Complainant has been raised with the 
Respondent right from the year 2018 in respect of 
the leakage issue from Flat No. 14. Though the 
Respondent has stated that they have issued 
directions to the Managing Committee of the 
Society, the fact remains that the issue of the 
leakage has not been adequately attended to by 
the Managing Committee of the Society, whose 
responsibility it is under Bye-law No. 149, to 
maintain the property of the Society in good 
condition at all times. 


12. Accordingly, the Commission recommends 
that the Respondent acts on the complaint dated 
11-11-2019, by ensuring that the Managing 
Committee of the Swaraj Co-operative Housing 
Society Ltd., abides by the Bye-laws No. 149 to 153 
applicable to the said Co-operative Housing Society 
Ltd., so as to prevent any further leakage in the flat 
No. 10, by carrying out the necessary repairs for 
maintenance of the Society’s property, within 60 
days from today. 


13. Under Section 18(e) of the Protection of Human 
Rights Act, 1993, the Commission shall send a copy 
of the Inquiry Report together with its recommendations 
to the concerned Government or authority and they 
shall, within a period of one month or such further 
time as the Commission may allow, forward its 
comments on the report, including the action taken 
or proposed to be taken, to the Commission. 
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14. Copy of the Inquiry Report be sent to the 
Respondent, calling for their comments, including 
the action taken or proposed to be taken within a 
period of 60 days or on or before 22-11-2022, in terms 
of Section 18(e) of the Protection of Human Rights

Sir, 
With reference to Proceeding No. 44/2020/368 


dated 10-11-2023 issued by your office, I am to 
submit reply as below:- 


1) Taking Cognizance of above mentioned letter, 
this office has deputed two officials of this office to 
conduct site inspection of the Swaraj Co-operative 
Housing Society Ltd., Vasco-da-Gama, Goa. (Refer 
Annexure I). 


2) The concemed officials have undertaken the 
site inspection of the society and submitted the 
report in the matter (Enclosed as Annexure II). In 
the said report, it has been reported that: 


a) Inspection officials had visited the society 
on 6-12-2023 and inspected terrace of flat No. 14 
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owned by Mr. Jayalal (which is above flat No. 10 
of the complainant Mr. Ulhas Kamblli). The 
inspecting officials have mentioned that Mr. 
Jayalal has carried out repairs to the terrace 
which is in his possession (Tiling & Waterproofing 
done with fibber coating etc.) in order to resolve 
the matter of leakage. It is mentioned in the 
report, that 50% of the terrace is covered with 
metallic roofing and 50% part is covered with 
transparent polythene sheets. 


b) The inspecting officials have also visited flat 
No. 10 of complainant Mr. Ulhas Kambli. During 
the visit Smt. Chayya Kambli wife of Mr. Ulhas 
Kambli expressed that she is not satisfied with 
the work done by Mr. Jayalal stating further that, 
the leakage still persist during the rain. 


c) The Inspecting Officials have further stated 
that as per the statement given by the Chairman 
& Secretary of the society, the said building is 27 
years old and management has not carried out 
any maintenance/repair work due to non 
payment of monthly contribution by the 
members. 


Moreover, it has been mentioned in the 
inspection/inquiry report that management has 
mentioned that leakage in flat No. 10, even after 
taking above measures (taken by Mr. Jayalal), 
indicates that leakage is not from Mr. Jayalal's 
terrace and said leakage might be occurring from 
external walls of the said building which required 
repairs/maintenance work (Refer Annexure III). 


It is concluded in the inspection report that, it is 
prima facia seen that Mr. Jayalal, owner of flat No. 14 
(located above the complainants flat No. 10) has 
taken some action to resolve leakage issue. However, 
complainant's wife is not satisfied with the work. 
Since she is complaining that, the said leakage still 
persist during rains. 


It has been further concluded in the inspection 
report that the inspecting officials could not confirm 
whether the leakage is still persisting or not. 


The bye-laws No. 153(a) of the society specifies 
about the repairs/maintenance of the property of 
the society that shall be carried out by the society 
at its cost (copy enclosed). 


As per the bye-laws No. 149, it shall be the 
responsibility of the board to maintain the property 
of the society in good condition at all time (copy 
enclosed). 


Taking cognizance of the facts reported by the 
inspecting officials in their report and claims made 
by the managing committee that the leakage might 
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be from external walls of the building of the society, 
vide letter dated 16-01-2024, this office has once 
again issued directions to the managing committee 
of the society to take concrete action under the bye 
laws Nos. 150, 151 and 152 of the society towards 
necessary repairs and maintenance to the walls of 
the building of the society to prevent leakages in 
the flat No. 10 owned by the complainant and 
leakages in any others flats if any (Refer Annexure 
IV). 


PART-II 


The action taken previously in the matter by this 
office and reply of the society is presented herein 
below sequence:- 


— This office vide letter dated 27-09-2018, 
directions were issued to the Management of 
the society to take remedial measures to stop 
the leakage in flat No. 10 owned by the 
complainant (Refer Annexure A). 


— Vide letter dated 28-11-2018, once again 
directions were issued to the management 
(Refer Annexure B).

Sub.: Guidelines for Recruitment of Staff in the 
Village Panchayats. 


In order to avoid any arbitrariness in the selection 
process in the recruitment of various posts in the 
State of Goa, the Government, after considering the 
settled prepositions of law and the rules and 
regulations in this regard, has formulated 
guidelines which have been conveyed through 
various Memorandums issued from time to time. The 
formulation of such procedure which is aimed to 
ensure uniformity and transparency in recruitment 
of staff is also necessary to be adopted by the Village 
Panchayats and their respective Departmental 
Selection Committees (DPC) for appointment of 
candidates to the various posts in the Panchayats. 


It is also to be noted that vide Office 
Memorandum No. 1/6/B3-PER (VOLII)Pt.(a)/100 
dated 08-01-2016 issued by Department of 
Personnel, Government of Goa has directed that the 
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Departmental Selection Committee shall dispense 
with the requirement of interviews for recruitment 
in all Group ‘C’ posts. 


Further, Government has formulated the Goa 
Panchayat (Staffing Pattern, Scales of Pay and Mode 
of Recruitment of Staff of Panchayats) vide Order 
No. 35/DP/PAN/EMP/2000 dated 05-03-2003 which 
has been amended from time to time and the same 
is being implemented in all Village Panchayats in 
the State of Goa. In addition to the above, taking 
into consideration all the aspects of recruitment 
and the settled prepositions of law, Government 
hereby lays down the procedure as detailed below, 
to be adopted by the Village Panchayats and the 
DPCs while carrying out recruitment of staff in their 
respective Village Panchayats. 


1. The Village Panchayats shall invariably obtain 
the NOC from the Director of Panchayats for filling 
up any vacancy in the Village Panchayat in 
accordance with the Goa Panchayat (Staffing 
Pattern, Scales of Pay and Mode of Recruitment of 
Staff of Panchayats) Order No. 35/DP/PAN/EMP/ 
/2000 dated 05-03-2003. 


2. The Village Panchayat after obtaining the NOC 
for filling up the vacancy as above shall advertise 
the post/s for filling up through direct recruitment. 
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A detailed advertisement inviting applications for 
the posts/vacancies containing the terms and 
conditions of eligibility as per the Recruitment Rules 
in force along with the written application, 
documents required and the instructions, shall be 
published in two widely circulated local daily 
newspapers, one in English and the other in 
vernacular language and also on website of the 
Village Panchayat. 


3. Candidates must be given atleast 15 clear days 
to apply from the date of publication of 
advertisement in the newspaper. 


4. A clause shall be inserted in the advertisement 
that “only the eligible candidates fulfilling the 
criteria as per recruitment rules/advertisement shall 
apply”. 


5. The candidature of candidate shall not be 
considered, if he/she is found ineligible at the time 
of verification of essential documents which shall 
be done before the written examination. 


6. A written examination shall be conducted for 
recruitment of all categories of posts in the Village 
Panchayats. The written examination shall be 
conducted through any Government or Government 
aided Higher Secondary Educational Institution 
affiliated to Goa Board of Secondary and Higher 
Secondary Education within the jurisdiction of the 
Taluka in which the Village Panchayat is located. 


7. In case of any difficulty in conducting the 
written examination through the aforesaid 
educational institutions, the Village Panchayat may 
hold the written examination through any other 
recognized Institution with prior approval of the 
Government. 


8. Alternatively, the Village Panchayat may also 
approach the Department of Information Technology, 
Government of Goa for conducting online 
examination on similar lines of Computer Based 
Recruitment Test (CBRT). The expenses towards 
conducting the written examination/online test 
shall be borne by the concerned Village Panchayat. 


9. Wherever the Village Panchayat decides to 
conduct the examination through the aforesaid 
institutions, the concerned Village Panchayat shall 
obtain the consent of the Institution before 
conducting the examination. 


10. The syllabus and scheme of the examination 
shall be designed by considering the nature of 
duties assigned to the post and shall be intimated 
to the candidates separately. The syllabus may 
encompass questions based on essential qualification, 
general knowledge, reasoning ability, quantitative 
aptitude, etc., commensurate with the educational 
qualification/level of understanding required for the post.

11. The total marks of written examination/online 
test shall be 100 marks and duration of examination 
shall be decided by the concerned Departmental 
Selection Committee according to the nature of 
examination i.e. subjective or objective or combination 
of both. The minimum passing marks for the written 
examination shall be 45%. 


12. Physical endurance test/skill test shall be 
conducted for the post of Lineman (electrical), 
Plumber, Pound Keeper, Driver and unskilled 
labourer. 


13. The physical endurance test or skill/aptitude 
test for the posts of Lineman (electrical), Plumber, 
Pound Keeper, Driver, Unskilled laborer conducted 
by a Government institution as recommended by 
the Director of Panchayats shall be considered only 
for qualifying purpose and shall not be considered 
for drawing of merit or selection list. 


14. Selection of the candidates shall be 
determined in accordance with the marks obtained 
by each candidate in the written examination/ 
/online test as per merit. It is duty of Departmental 
Selection Committee to ensure above condition. The 
Village Panchayat/Appointing Authority shall 
publish the entire result on the notice board of the 
Village Panchayat, as well as on the website of 
Village Panchayat. 


15. If two or more candidates secure equal marks 
in the written examination/online test, then the 
order of merit shall be drawn as per their date of 
birth and the candidate born earlier shall be placed 
higher in the merit list. If in case the date of birth 
is also the same, then the candidate possessing 
higher educational qualifications will be placed 
higher in the merit list. 


16. There shall be no allocation of marks for 
educational qualifications and the selection of the 
candidates shall be done strictly as per the marks 
scored in written/online examination and as per 
procedure laid down in this Order. 


17. The Village Panchayat/Appointing Authority 
shall proceed to verify the original documents of 
the candidates based on the results declared and 
as per the number of posts advertised as well as 
that of the wait listed candidates. 


18. The verification process shall be conducted 
on the same date when the Department Selection 
Committee meets for finalizing the select list. 


19. Role of Departmental Selection Committee 
(DSC). 


(i) The members of Departmental Selection 
Committee shall ensure that the Departmental 
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Selection Committee is constituted in accordance 
with the standing instructions/guidelines issued 
from time to time. The Village Panchayat 
Secretary shall fumish a copy of the notification 
in this regard to any member when requested. 


(i) The Departmental Selection Committee 
shall check the copy of advertisement published 
in the local dailies vis-a-vis the recruitment rules 
and prepare the list of eligible candidates. 


(iii) The Departmental Selection Committee 
shall then proceed to select candidates of as per 
the descending order of marks scored in written/ 
/online examination. 


(iv) Once the Departmental Selection 
Committee finalizes the list of successful 
candidates, it shall proceed to prepare the 
selection list of candidates. 


(v) The Departmental Selection Committee 
shall once again arrange to verify the essential 
qualification of the candidates after the final 
selection list is prepared and ensure that the 
candidate is eligible vis-a-vis the essential 
qualifications prescribed for the post as per the 
recruitment rules. 


(vi) The Departmental Selection Committee 
shall, in addition to the select list also prepare a 
separate wait list of equal number of the 
vacancies based on merit of the candidates.

(vii) The process of selection comes to an end 
once the vacancies advertised are filled up.
